Peony Insects And Disease* 
Despite the fart that peonies con­ 
tinue to reign among Hie favorite 
flowers in American lawns and g ar­ 
dens, a few diseases and insect pests 
rem ain troublesome 
But even after 
decades of failure to curb these 
troubles, growers will find remedies 
and 
prevention 
pleasures 
quite 
simple. 
Bloom failures should not always, 
however, be blamed on diseases or 
insect attacks. Frequently peonies j 
refuse to bloom when roots have 
features, 
industries, 
topography, originally been planted too deep, or 
rocks and m ineral resources are 
discussed. 
Useful Stones 
Building stone, crushed stone for 
concreting and dressed stone known 
as "Gettysburg granite" are listed as 
being among this county's m ineral 
resources, Brown sandstones have 
been used for building and "residual 
clay from the limestone and some of 
the shales, is worked for brick and 
tile," the volume relates. 
The account continues in p art as 
follows: “Limestone and dolomite

Rarely do ants feed on any kind 
of plants, except where wounds or 
rots are exuding Juice to attract 
them. When they appear on peonies 
they are usually there to feed on 
the sweet secretion (called honey­ 
dew) of plant lice which the ants

to pasture and protects the animal 
in return for the milk she furnishes.

Denies Reports 
Of Butter Waste 


Reports th a t butter is accum ulat­ 
ing ta storage and becoming rancid 
because it cannot be sold for 24 red 
points a pound are unfounded. W al­ 
ter C. Young, district director. Office 
of Price Adm inistration, said today 
“During a peace time m onth—for 
example. 1939-we used an average 
of 153 million pounds of creamery 
butter a m onth," Mr. Young said 
"This April we will have only 80 
million pounds of creamery butter 
for civilains. 
“Any quantity produced iii excess 
of 80 million pounds is ear-m arked 
for governm ent procurement. The 
government set-aside program re­ 
quires that 40 per cent of the pro­ 
duction ta' set aside for April and 
55 per cent for May. During April 
civilians will have only about half 
the am ount of butter they normally 
would use in th a t month. 
"Reports have been received by 
OPA that housewives have bought 
rancid butter at retail stores, and 
the condition of the butter is a t­ 
tributed to over-long storage, Mr 
Young said. “Before the war, butter 
was held in storage for a year or 
more without becoming rancid. W ith 
butter in short supply, it is now in 
storage only a relatively short time 
Rancid butter is the result of im ­ 
proper refrigeration. If the right tem ­ 
perature is m aintained, well made 
butter will not spoil.'
